LONDON, Oct. 31---Octobria- 
na, ‘supergirvl cult figure of the 
Russian underground move- 
ment, made her debut in Lon- 
don at an exhibition of car- 
foons, strips and satirical ma- 
terial produced by a geeret So- 
viel student group, 

_ dntended to syrabelize the 
true spirit of the Russian revo- 
Jution, Octobriana slvides thru 
a series of fantastic adyon- 
{ures wearing kinky boots, a 
strategically placéd gun belt, 
and flaunting bare breasts in 
defiance of the Kremlin, the 
KGB, and purilanieal Sovict 
orthodoxy. 

Centered at Kiev 

. The comic-strip heroine is 
the key figure in an under- 
ground magazine called Mtsy- 
ty. It is cenlered on Kioy Usi- 
versily but draws ‘contributions 
from eight other universities in 
the Soviet Union. Inside Russta 
it cireulates furtively from 
hand to hand. ; 
_~- Hundreds of drawings fealur- 
ing Octobriana and other for- 
bidden material were stiug- 
gled out of the Soviet Union by 
 Potor Sadecky, 28, son of a 
trusted number of the Czech 
Communist Party, who lec. 
tured at Kiev cn the theory 
and history of popular art, 

At the university he enrolled 
‘in a secret group calling itself 
“Progressive Political Pornoz- 
raphy” “which produced the 
Magazine, He helped provide 
specimens of illegal Western

pictures which were alvays 
done collectively by a team to 
avoid identification,

decky said, “I discovered nu-

macrous opponents of the re- 
gime in the renks of :the 
younger generation.” 
Cclobriana was conceived by 
the group as ‘an immortal su.’

A stip drawn in 1961, seven
